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1 . Claims 4 and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: in line 2 of claim 
4, "products" should probably be singular. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lang. 

Lang generates augmented video frames comprising interleaved (interlaced) odd and 
even fields by suppressing field-motion, wherein a first field remains even (or odd), that is, it 
contains rows of pixel values from the original even (or odd) field (col. 2 lines 25-27). The 
video frame is completed with the complimentary odd (or even) fields, wherein that pixel values 
of that field are determined from both the odd and even field video data (col. 2 line 39 - col. 3 
line 25), thereby meeting claim 1. 

As for claim 2, the augmentation processing includes interpolation involving 
interpolating (interposing) the first retained (non-processed) even (or odd) field of pixel values; 
selecting sub-blocks (i.e. pixel pairs) of pixels centered around a pixel in question regarding the 
other field; determining a set of filter values by spatially filtering the sub-blocks (based on 
differencing); determining video values based on the filter values (i.e. averaging pixel pairs); and 
determining a replacement pixel value for the interpolated pixel of the second field based on the 
video values and a second pixel value (using logic element 26: col. 3 line 25 - col. 4 line 15). 
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As for claim 3, the interpolation of pixel values in generating the replacement value 
involves averaging the immediately preceding and following rows of both fields (col. 3 lines 34- 
37). 



1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lang. 

Although Land does not specify using the product of values, he does use summation 
(stages 32, 34, 44, 46 and 52), which involves pixel magnitudes. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use any suitable 
arithmetic or logic operation such as a summation, accumulation, or multiplication, since pixel 
magnitudes are the parameters operated on. Any subsequent modification such as a subtraction 
or division associated with the respective additive and multiplicative could readily be applied, as 
long as the appropriate value for the replacement pixel is generated. 

As for claim 5, determining optimum filtering involves logic stage 28 that decides what 
value of three values (Fig. 3) based on the sub-blocks is to be selected.
